SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the School Board of Freedom: a 
It 1s seldom that a year passes in Freedom without 3 ei 
some epidemic making a ser’ous inroad upon schooi at-— ‘ ee 
tendance. This year has been no exception to the rule; — nee 
on the contrary the whooping-cough epidemic that oc- Bee 
curred during the fall term of 1923 was widespread, we f ary 
and by the nature of the disease the isolation of the — ae 
children was for a long period. In addition to the 
whooping cough there were scattered cases of measles, ay 
and at the beginning of the present term the enforce- 
ment of the vaccination law has produced interne 
attendance for a period. 


It is generally unwise to close schools when the so-— ; 
called children’s diseases visit a community. The State mf : 
Board of Health advises strongly against it. Under any 
conditions these diseases rarely subside for a period of — Re, 
weeks, and experience has shown that keeping the 
schools closed does not materially lessen the prevalence — 
of the sickness. 


Nevertheless by the poor attendance, our teachers 
have been placed under a tremendous handicap in their 
efforts. The results for the year cannot possibly redch 
as high standards as we had hoped to attain. It also 
means that parents have an added responsibility to seeu “ 
that their children attend school regularly—every ses-_ 
sion that the child’s physical condition permits it—from — 
now on. 
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No graduation took place at Freedom last year. In 
June of the present year there will doubtless be a mod- 
erately large group to receive diplomas, as the eighth 
grade enrolls twelve pupils. A number of these pupils 
plan to attend high school, which will mean a sub- 
stantial increase in the number of pupils enrolled in high 
schools from this district next year. A list of the pres- 
ent high school enrollment is appended to this report. 
When we consider the special effort that the Freedom 
boys and girls must make to get this education, much 
credit is due them, and also the parents for their inter- 
est in the matter. 


Occasionally one hears it said, usually among the 
older generation, that the schools of today are not as 
efficient in the fundamental studies as those of years 
ago. Your superintendent has had the opportunity, in 
connection with a certain State requirement, to test out 
the truth of this assertion with respect to Freedom 
eighth grade pupils. The studies used were arithmetic 
and spelling. In 1846 examinations were given in these 
subjects at Springfield, Mass., to test out ninth-grade 
pupils of the average age of fifteen years and six months. 
These tests were again given to ninth-grade pupils at 
Springfield in 1905. The scores in arithmetic averaged 
29124% in 1846 and 6514% in 1905; in spelling the scores 
were 4014% in 1846 and 51% in 1905. 


In November of the present school year these two 
tests were given to the Freedom eighth-grade pupils of 
an average age of fourteen years. The arithmetic test 
was the same in every particular as the old Springfield 
examination. ‘The spelling test was somewhat revised 
to meet the needs of modern vocabularies, but the words 
used were of the same degree of difficulty as those used 
at Springfield. The scores of the Freedom pupils in 
both examinations averaged over 80%, rating much 
higher than those secured by ninth-grade pupils at 
Springfield, Mass., either in 1846 or 1905. The results 
of these tests will serve to assure you that when the 
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program of studies for our elementary schoois has bee : 
enlarged and enriched, it has not been done at the ex- fom 
pense of the fundamentals. i vt ce

equipment has been made, by the purchase of a teacher’s 
desk chair for the lower room and six folding chairs for. 
the general use of both rooms. In a previous report peas 
have suggested the need of a set of wall maps for the’: te 
use of the higher grades, and I wish to re-iterate the “a 
suggestion.
